Japs Concentfatizg Troops. 


Port Arthur, February 17. The reports that the Japs 
have concentrated about sixty thousand troops at Wonson 
on the east coast.of Corea with the object of entering Man- 
churia are confirmed, 


Russian Fleet Saved by Storm. 


Tokio, February 16. A heavy storm spared the Russians 
from a desperate torpedo attack. at Port Arthur on the 
morning of Sunday, the 14th inst. During the preceding 
night the vessels of the Japanese fleet of torpedo craft were 
enveloped by the force ofthe wind and waves In a blinding 
snowstorm so that only two of the largest destroyers succeed- 
ed in forcing their way through the fierce gale to Port 
Arthur, When they arrived there, they attacked separately 
and the officers of one of them are confidant that they suc- 
ceeded in torpedoeing a.Russiar. warship. 


Russia Preparing for War With England. 


Berlin, February 17. The Frank-Furter Zeitung publish- 
ed a telegram from St. Petersburg making the sensational 
announcement that Russia is preparing for war with England 
Russia is said to be fully determined to show no weakness 
tothe English invasion of Thibet. 


London, February 17. The Chronicle publishes a dispatch 
from Tokio saying it is reported that the merchantman, 
Nackouro which was sunk by the Russians in Tusgaru strait 
had on board of her 700 Japanese fishermen. They were all 
drowned.

Japanese Torpedo Boat Lestroyers: 


Washington, Febrvary 18.—-The Japanese legation received from 
the foreign office at Tokio the following despatch giving details of the 
Torpedo attack at Port Arthur on February 13. A detachment of 
Torpedo boat destroyers proceeded, braving the fierce North storm 
toward Port Arthur. At 3 o'clock the next morning the Asagiri, Jap- 
anese torpedo boat destreyer, amidst a shower of shells from the 
enemy’s forts and ships torpedoerl a Russian man-of-war and after 
firing on the enemy's guard boat, safely returned to héad:juarters. 
The Hayator, another Japanese Torpedo boat destroyer, at five o'clock 
of the same morning approached the mouth of Port Arthur where she} 
found two of the enemy’s men of War and in defiance of their fire 
immediately torpedoed one of them with an effegtive explosion and | 
safely withdrew. 

Tokio, February 18 —It is the beliet of the Navy~department~thate 
the Russian second class cruiser Boyaris was torpedoed and’ sunk by | 
the destroyer Heyatory in the torpedo attack on the Russian fleet at | 
Port Arthur last Sunday morning. Lieutenant Commander Token- | 
orichi did not know the name of vessel streck by a torpedo discharged 
by the Heyatory but the Navy Department has since learned from 
other sources that it was the Boyaris. 


Turkey to Invade Bulgaria. 


New York, February 18—The Times Washington despatch says, 
“Taking advantage of Russian preoccupation in the fareast Turkey ‘is 
preparing for war with Bulgaria. It is learned. thata march into 
Bulgarian ‘Territory is likely to be made very soon. In pre- 
paration of this event Turkey has addressed a note to each of the 
powers signatory to the ireaty of Berlin in which she gives reasons 
for her attitude.

New York, February 18.—The American’sa St. Petersburg corres- 
pondent cabies. The Japs infraction of the Chinese neutrality agree- 
inent in landing troops and seizing Tsin War Dan with the object of 
turning the Russian position and attacking Mukden has been protest- 
ed against by the Russian foreign office to the Chinese legation at St. 
Petersburg.

London, February 18—The London Morning Post's. Tokio cable 
says. “The Japs now claim: command of the sea having sank or dis- 
abled altogether 22 of the enemies fleet. No heavy fighting is expect- 
ed on land until the weather moderates. 

Cheefoo, February 17.—A Junk laden with wounded men including 
thirty six Japanese from the engagement of February 1¢ at Port 
; Arthur has arrived here. She reports that other wounded had been 
picked up by Chinese Junks but the number is unknown. 

London, February 18.-—It is stated that the British Admiralty office 
has taken over the subsidized boats from the Atlantic and is convert- 


ling them into Cruisers. England will run no risks of being caught 
asleep.
